There could not be a ftronger Te- 
ftimony of inflexible Probity than this, as we can hardly 
imagine a grofler Example of popular Prejudice, and 
ill-founded Difl ke, of Eminence in any Character in the 
Vulgar. A Man who wou'd doubt whether this was 
heroick or difinterefted Wirtue in Ariffides, mult be of a 
Caft not to be convinced, and it would be Labour in 
vain to go about it.

Copy of a Letter from Thomas Friend, Mate of the Snow 
Enterprize, Capt. Lyonell Wood, Commander, to bis 
Owner in London. 

SIR, Vigo, Sept. 16, 1741. 

‘ This may acquaint you of the unfortunate Lois o! 
your Ship Enterprize off of the Borlings, by a S-hooner 
ot Sixty Haads, fixteen Swivel, and fix Carriage Guns, 
about 26 Leagues to the W. S. W. off the above Place, 
a Tucfday the 8th of this Date. We tought her from 
Dinner-time till. Night before fhe boirded us, which 
was pear five Hours, whereof we killd her ten Men, 
wounded five, and drowned three; whereof the Cap- 
tain was one of the wounded in his Thigh, Hecalrd 
to usa great_many times to ftrike, but told him we 

‘ wouid. not, neither would we; nor did we, till he 

‘ boarded us, and fo ftrack our Colours himielf. In cafe 

© we had bad bur fix or eight Hands more, he fhould not 

‘ have boarded us. We carried away his Bow!prit, but 
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ic Minitters and Nobility of the Court, 
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* he being fo clofe to us to fee © few Hands and {mall 
* Boys, made him {0 bold In cafe you had bur a been 
to fee us, you would a been furpriled to thmk, tho’ ty 
many Fires as we ftood and never a Min buried mil 
Boarding us, when we had four ; one his Left Arm 
almott cut off, another in his Left Shoulder-bone, an- 
other in his Head, and the other in his Right Arm. 
We fought him a Broad fide qoout two or three Hours ; 
we guid him fo that he was tore’d to get into our 
Wake, and we fought him with Small Arms withia 
three Ships Lengths the reft of the Time, and could 
not keep him out do what we could. We difcharged 
‘a hundred Guns, and certain upwards of a bundsed 
* Small Arms, belides Piftols. The Captain behaved fo 
‘ well, that [ defy the beft Man in the whole Navy to 
* ftand the like Fire better: I beliewe he difcharged a 
* Third of the Small Arms himfelf ; but however all ia 
‘ vain. At prefent can’t relate the Particulars, being, as 
* you muft think, ina Confufion of Thought. All H.ads 
* are carry’d to Prifun in the Caltle, only myfelf fet at 
* Liberty. [am now on board a Portuguete Brigantine 
‘ tor Lisbon; which God knows which Way I thall go, 
« having but one old Shirt, and one ditto Breeches, &c- 
* So foon as your Men are well, co fuppole they will be 
* traveli’d away for the Groyne, as all the reft have been 
‘ before them. The Captain fent to me to be remem- 
* ber’d to you, as he can’t write, nor con’t know when 
* he can. 
P.S. * The Captain of the Privateer is a Frenchman, 
* and half the Company ; fome Portuguefe, the reft Spa- 
‘ niards from Cadiz. The People fay themfeives we 
‘ fought them bravely; and had we had bur fix or eight 


‘ Hands more, they could not have taken us for their 
* Lives,

SIR, 

* | wrote you from Vigo, by way of Oporto, of the 
unfortunate News of the Lois of your Ship Enterprize, 
about 25 Leagues W. S.W. from the Borlings, by a 
Schooner baonging to Cadiz, with 60 Hands, where- 
of 30 was Soldiers,and 22 Guns ; the Captain and all our 
Hands left at Vigo Caftle, which believe will quickly 
be carry’d away to the Groyn, which am afraid will 
be a long Time before he gets clear. 

* As tor the Fleet as we came out with from Spit- 
head is now arrived Yefterday, whcreot is now all 
fate, and we might have been the fame, only the Dart- 
mouth was obliged to put in at Piymouth, which off 
the Start he fprung a Leak, and made Signal for ail 
Mafters to come on board ; which was for him to go 
into Plymouth, and the Fleet too. Two {mail Euft- 
Indiamen would not, but run, and we along with 
them, which kept Company with them very well, 
and very kind they was; but three Days after we left 
them we met with this Lil-luck. At prefenr it’s very 
poor with me, you may judge to be jure, with only 
one Shirt, and that is on my Back. Sol conclude, and 
cordially falute you, and with you all the Good-luck 
and profperous Proceedings with your other Veflels, 
So 1 remain your obedient humble Servant to com- 
mand, Tuomas Frienp.
